The Louisville and Nastvilie across the 
lake ” excursion train, consisting of eight 
coaches well loaded with -pleasure-seekers, a 
large proportion of them being women and 
children, pulled out on time. As the train 
approached the crossing of the Northeastern 
tracks Engineer Hanley brought his train to 
a stop and whistled, as the law requires. He 
then gave the signal to go ahead and proceed- 
ed across the tracks of the Northeastern. Ihe 
East Louisiana train, carrying <excursionists 
to points in Saint Tammany Parish, was 
booming along its tracks, and with a shrill 
shriek from its whistle for down brakes ” 
it cras into the sixth coach ot the Louis- 
ville and Nashville train. The collision threw 
a crowded coach completely iuto the ditch, 
while the attacking engine was derailed and 
‘buried its nose several feet in the soft mud.

Not so with the coast excursion, how- 
ever. Just before the iron monster struck the 
coach several of the passengers suw it com- 
ing anda panic ensued. There was a wild 
rush to escape from the doomed coach, but 
before one of the passengers could reach 
either platform the approaching engine had 
struck and the coach, with its living freight, 
was hurled from the tracks into the ditch. 

Women and children shrieked in their ter- 
ror, while men fought their way blindly for 
some escape from the coach. Seats were torn 
up and hurled in every direction by the force 
of the collision, and after the first wild panic 
had subsided there were heard piteous morns 
from different quarters of the wreck telling 
of painful injuries. Willing hands went to 
work, and within a short time the wounded 
ones had been taken from the coach and 
made as comfortable as circumstances 
would permit. The greatest indignation and 
anger prevailed among the witnesses of the 
collision against Engineer Simpson, who had 
ruthiessly disregarded the law requiring him

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SAM-FIELDEN TIRES OF OITY LIFE 
AWD ENDLESS AGITATION. 


Surrounded by His Children He Will Wait 
for the Millennium, Which Is Further 
ot Than tn 1886, When the Bomb Was 
Threown<No Chance for Men in City 
Yactories<One Willing te Work Can. 
He Says, Get a Living from the Bosom 

of the Earth, 

Samuel Fielden will retire to a farm to 
await the approach of the millennium. 

Ever since Gov. Altgeld, a year ago last 
June, threw open the prison doors behind 
which the companion of Spies and others had 
been condemned to spend the remainder of 
his natural life. Fielden has chafed uneasily 
in the city. After his release he removed 
his family to No. 731 North Lincoln street. 
Fielden, with all his eloquence, followed the, 
bumble avocation of a hauler’ of stone, at 
which be earned good wages, but after his re- 
turn from the penitentiary he found the stone 
business had gone to the bow-wows, and he 
hired himself out to a Milwaukee brew- 
ing concera as driver of u bottled beer 
wagon. Oscar Neebe, who suffered 
with Fielden,. also went into tho 
beer business; Michaet Schwab, who sul- 
fered with him and was restored with him to 
liberty, was a consumer; while the old line of 
shloonkeepers whose places offered retreats 
for Anarchists and Socialists in the days of 
1886 were still engaged in the circulation of 
the amber fluid. Somehow or other with all 
these advantages the beer business didn’t 
amount to much. Indeed, Mr, Fielden con- 
eludedꝰ the opportunities for earning a liveli- 
hood in the city are not as pir 2 as they were 
ten years ago, and he therefors resolved unto 
himseif to become a horny-handed tiller of 
the soil and to raise potatoes, hay. oats, and 
such, instead of raising his eloquent voice in 
a cause which is considerably at anchor just 
at present. 


Says a Farm Is a Good Place. 


When My. Fielden was seen at his home 
yesterday afternoon he said: It is a fact 
that | propose to become an agriculturist. 
I worked on a farm in my younger days, and 
I think I will like the life. A farm will bea 
good place ou which to raise my children. I 
moved to make this change because I do not 
think there is so much chance for individuals 
in cities as there was ten years ago. Every- 
thing is becoming centralized. For nearly a 
year Ihave been driving. a beer wagon, but 
even that business wae so dull that I quit it 
two months ago. I have saved a little money 
earned by hard work, and I have been look- 
ing around fora farm. I have just returned 
from Indiana. where I looked at a piece of 
ground in Stark County, but it does not 
suit my purposes, and 1 have about 
given up the idea of becoming a Hoosier and 
will look around in other States. I will not 
change my views on economic and social 
questions, but you have probably, noticed that 
I have not spoken ata public meeting for a 
long time and do not expect to. Why? Be. 
cause it seems to me the millennium is a long 
ways off. I don't expect it to come during 
my lifetime, so I might as well get some sat- 
isfaction out of life, and I think I can find it 
better and easier on a farm than in the unsat- 
isfactory life that a working individual must 
now endure in the city. If I could find my 
old business ‘as good as it was in 1880 1 
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have been investigating farm life and I find 
that a man who is willing to work hard can 
produce a living from the bosom of the earth. 


Too Many Idle Men in Chicago. 


On the other hand, there are many thou- 
sand individuals in Chicago whoare willing to 
work but who can find no work and are un- 
able therefore to make the living they would 
seek. Joe Greenhut, City Statistician, says 
in his last report that everything is lovely and 
that all factories are employing men to their 
full capacity. But Ido not believe it. In all 
I think the conditions of the laboring man do 
not offer so much as they did ten years ago, 
and I for one propose to go out in the country, 
where I shall find pure air, a sure living by 
hard work, and rest from the batterings 
around of life, of which i have had my full 
share. I will wait ior the millennium, of 
course, but if it doesn’t come in my lifetime I 
will at least have the satisfaction of getting a 
little enjoyment out of the balance of my 
days. 

Ho far away do you think the millennium 
is now? | 

That is something I can’t predict. I can’t 
tell how long the patience of the people will 
endure, and that is the chief thing to be taken 
into cousideration.”’ 

Don't you think the millennium, of which 
you speak, has had several set backs? 

O, I can’t say that. 

“What effett had the violent railroad 
strikes of last summer on its approach?“ 


Helps the Toller’s Cause. 


In spite of all the violence and turmoil 
that accompanied it, I think that strike had 
the effect of advancing the cause of the labor- 
ing man. When I was in the County Jail 
after the haymarket riot I read an article by 
Mr. Carnegie in which he excused violence in 
strikes and said there was an unwritten law 
for the guidance of workmen which declared 
no man had a right to take the place of a man 
trying to benefit himself and thereby defeat- 
ing the attempt of the man to better his own 
condition. I would not say, however, I think 
the strike was conducted in a manner entirely 
wise. But lam going into the country, where I 
will be free from all strikes, and hope to end 
my days peacefully and rear my two children 
under the advantages which the country alone 
can afford. The time was, of course, when I 
hoped for better things in the coadition of the 
people, Thatimprovement was my millen- 
nium, but as I da not expect it to come during 
my generation I will turn farmer.“ 

Mr. Fielden has looked at several farms in 
Indiana, and, while he did not care to criticise 
Hoosier soil except to say that it wasa little 
too sandy for his purposes, he bas made up 
his mind to settle in some other State at a 
point yet to be determined, but which will 
net be far from Chicago, which city Mr. 
Fielden feels will be one of the first visited 
by the millennium. 


RECEIVER FOR BOTH THE PLANTS. 


Indiana Water and Light Company in 
Financial Trouble. 

SHEtBYviItia, Ind., Oct, 14.—[Special.]— 
Elias Summerfield, receiver of the American 
Debenture company of New York City, fileda 
petition in the Circuit Court late last evening 
asking for a receiver for the Indiana Water 
and Light company, owning plants at War- 
saw and Sheibyviile, Ind., and alleging that 
the company is largely indebted to the first- 
named company ind others, and that the lat- 
ter is now insolvent. Judge William A. John- 
son, convening the court for the purpose, 
granted the pelition on the showing, and ap- 
pointed Frank M. Nuckoils of this city re- 
ceiver, requirmg of him a bond of $25,000. 
The two plants are bonded for $240,000 and 
are said to be paying plants. The bonds were 
floated in New ¥ and Chicago.

Come Back for Funds. 

As stated in Tun Trrsunz last March Mrs. 
Whiting and Mrs. Amelia Gould, the latter 
being a strong Overcomer,“ too, returned 
to this country some time ago from the Holy 
Land for the apparent purpose of getting funds 
to save the Spafford colony from 
bankruptcy. Mrs. Gould is pressing her 
claim for the estate of her husband, William 
R. Gould, which she placed in the hands of 
her brother-in-iaw, John S. Gould, in 1881, 
when she went to Jerusalem. She thinks the 
money value of the estate now is $20,000, 
but there appear to be many obstacles in the 
way of her getting it.

STATE OF THE CAMPAIGN IN NEBRASKA. 


Comparison with Other Years Point to 
Probable Republican Success. 

Laxcots, Neb., Oct. 14.—[Special. ]—The 
progress of the campaign in this State has 
reached the poiat where Republicans from 
every Congressional district and from near 
and remote points agree that the prospects 
are hopeful for the election of the State ticket, 
the Legislature with a majority on joint bal- 
lot, and at least five of the six Congress- 
men. The best comparisons are made 
with the ( campaign of two years 
ago, when the State ticket was 
elected, three of the six Congressmen and the 
Legislature lost on joint ballot by only four 
votes. At the present time, compared with 
the same time in the campaign two years ago, 
there is no doubt everything points favorably 
to the Republicans. Ever since the campaign 
this year opened, in enthusiasm, in attend- 
ance at meetings, in the mterest taken in 
cities and country by Republicans, the cam- 
paigu has resembled that of a Presidential 
year. The railroads have been called upon 
thus far in the present -ampaign for more 
excursion trains to accomodate Republican 
meetings than they were in the entire cam- 
paign two years ago. 

In addition to the fact that the Republicans 
have a popular ticket there are issues not in 
the ordinary channels of poiitics that are 

laying an important part in the campaign. 

e fusion of the Bryan wing of the mo- 
cratic party with tne Populists, while, on the 
face of the returns of two years ago it gives 
them a large majority over the Republicans. 
promises this early in the campaign to bring 
fusion to confusion. The administration 
Democrats, the Democrats who believe 
in the principles of their party 
and in maintaining its integrity, 
totally repudiate the deal by which their 
party has been delivered to Populism. At the 
time the fusion was consumma a conserva- 
tive Republican estimate was that 25 per 
cent of the Democratic vote would refuse to 
be delivered. It looks today as though fully 


50 per cent prefer to aid in the election of the, 
Republican ticket rather than see their party: 


swallowed up by Populism. 
The Populist party has not the voting 
strength this year that it had two years ago. 
entire crop failure in Western Nebraska 
has caused a heavy exodus from counties that 
have polled heavy Populist majorities.

votes in each county. Two-thirds of these 
lost votes are from the ranks of the Populists, 
ard the estimate is that at least 8,000 Popu- 
list votes will be found missing election day 
on account of moving away. 

But the business issue is rapidly becoming 
the great issue in the campaign, and business- 
men, large and small prope*ty:uwners, and 
taxpayers generally are viewing with growing 
alarm the danger of Populist control in State 

litics. The object lessons of Kansas and 

z olorado, neighboring States under Populist 
domination, are having much effect in the 
campaign. The destruction of the credit of 
the State, the driving out of Eastern capital, 
with the attendant evils of foreciosures and 
exorbitant interest rates when loans can be 
secured at all, have become almost the para- 
mount issue, and they are gathering to the sup- 
port of the Republicans the usuaily disinter- 
ested and often non-voting class in a way that 
they have not shown interest before in the 
history of the State. 

In the Congressional contests the same gen- 
eral tenor maintains. In the First District, 
now represented by Mr. Bryan, there is a 
fusion candidate and a fusion majority. 
Judge Strode, however, the Republican nom- 
inee, is one of the most popuiar men in the 
State. He is making a vigorous campaign 
and his election is conceded by conservative 
figures in all parties. Congressman Mercer 
will easily succeed himself in the Second 
District, as will Congressman Micklejohn 
in the Third District and Congressman 
Hainer in the Fourth District. The Fifth 
and Sixth Districts are in the western part of 
the State and have been heavily Populist, 
represented by Congressmen McKeighan and 
Kem, both of whom ure candidates for re- 
election.

| He was witty, but tnére was no barb in the 


In all his satire 
there was a serious purpose an under cur- 
reat of pathos: He said one must have con- 
ceit enough to make him cheerful and con- 
tented with his own lot in life. {t was the 
wholesome optimism and spirit of loyalty to 
one’s own that made Oliver Wendell Holmes 
every inch ao American and made him im- 
pervious to ail foreign blandishments of ar- 
dent admirers over sea. 


BEARER OF A MESSAGE OF TRUTH, 


Hirsch’s Estimate of the Life and

Genius 
is the benediction of God, and we must be- 
lieve that the sources of. this river which has 
sweetened the lives of thousands must be for- 
ever curtained from our view. Yet he who 
would ciimb the Alpine range of genius in 
search of knowledge, while he may never find 
the sources of light, truth, and beauty, there 
are tributuries which may tell him much.

In his early 
life he was in communion with the field and 
the flower. The country seems to have the 
copditions necessary for the n of 
the human heart—for bringing truth the 
human understanding. In all Prof. Swing’s 
alter life the fragrance of purity animated 
him and became one of the sources of his 
power, but behind all lay his magnificent 
mind. He seemed to understand nature’s 
language. Science reads a frightful strug- 
gle in the inscription of the stars. It sees 

nowledge which has anly come through the 
terror and the etrife of the battlefield, where 
no truce is knowa, where the peace chant is 
never heard. The scientist sees the dreadful 
elashing of nature’s forces in the formation 
ot worlds; a flower to him is so much 
fiber; s much coloring matter. There is no 
sermon of love and >eauty in nature to the 
scientist. There is dark dry air—the relent- 
less struggle for existence—and science be- 
comes a burden of sorrow on the human soul. 
But the poet with eyes turned inwardly be- 
holds the beauty of the flower/ hears the mu- 
sic of the spheres. He hears a chant of 
peace. He says that all around is an ocean 
of light and joy if we will only open our eyes. 
Love beckons eternal to euch a’ mind and 
the language of nature becomes the language 
of hope. 

“From the very composition of Prof. 
Swing’s mind he could not remain an er- 
ponent of a creed of despair. Prof. Sw 
Was an optimist and could not be swerv 
aside. He received his information from 
nature and had the greatness of that mysteri- 
ous energy which causes the seed to open. 
In all America there was no greater clussical 
scholar, yet his application of knowledge 
was not he rattling of tne dry bones of phil- 
oiogy. His ethicai education resulted in the 
cuiture of the home; in winning the affec. 
tious of every one who understood the song 
of the muse. To him the world was a beauti- 
ful harmony. In the river of his life the 
greatest tributary was optimism. Poetic in- 
spiration is never found in pessimism. Prof. 
Swing believed that from strife camo forth 
beauty and eternai peace. And so he became 
an apostie of progress and harmony. 
His soul was too great to tmake 

religion . a theological museum. 
Say what you may of Caivinism, 
there is a lack of tender charity in the creed. 
When Prof. Swing found his church prone to 
eling to externais instead of the eternai he 
leit the church. ‘He was an iconociast with- 
outa hammer. He removed the idols with 
such a tender touch that his act became one 
of gentieness and love, The prophet works 
with a hammer, but the poet with his heart. 
Truth is an evolution, nota revolution. Is 
there so much new truth after ali? Is not 
new truth in reality the broadening and deep- 
ening of old channels? Even the new streams 
must be wavered from the vid channels. 
Prof. Swing chose the new streams, as he 
thought them broader and sweeter.

The Rev. Mr. White Takes Exceptions to Dr. 
Hensoldt's Statements. 0 


The Rev. R. 
Avenue Universalist Church, Sixty-fifth 
street and Stewart avenue, preached yester- 
day morning on Is Life Worth Living?” It 
was a reply to Dr. Hensoldt, who in the 
course of a lecture a few evenings ago made 
three etatements to which Mr. White takes 
excention. These statements were: First, 
that our Western civilization was material 
and a curse, that our railfoads and telegfaph 
companies played into the hands of rogues 
and thieves and che unscrupulous, enabimg 
one man to  oufgeneral another in 
the battle of life, in marked contrast to the 
more spiritual civilization of India. Second, 
that life was a suffering and a curse, that no 
man would care to live his life over ain, 
and that old men look back upon this life as 
a fooi’s paradise, Third, that the good deeds, 
so-called, are oaly forms of selfishness, — 

This estimation of our Western civiliza- 
tion is peculiarly an Eastern estimation. With 
Eastern, that is, Indian philosophy, the 
struggle of life 8 struggle 
to escape the evils - of existence. 
Look at our national.achievements, wrought 
out through great mental activity. Every 
fact of our civilization, whether it be raii- 
toads, the telegraph, or architecture, was first 
a mental attempt. Cer.ainly the West has no 
less mental activity than the East. It is not 
yet proved that the civilization of India, in its 
best asp ct,-is superior or preferable to our 
own. ith the third claim we need scarcely 
pause, so manifestiy false is it. Take the he- 
roic action of Conductor Powers and Engineer 
Best on the Eastern Minnesota railroad, hoid- 


ing their train at Hinckley until the refuges 


from the fire were aboard, and then, the way be- 
ing blocked on one side, they ran the train over 
a burning bridge 115 feet high and 1,600 
feet long. Did those men stop to ask how 


they would be benefited? Then there were . 


the cases of the fireman on the Burlington 
road who crept out on the cowcatcher and 
swept a little child from the track, and the 
Catholic priest who went to the leper colony 
of Moiokai. Did they expect to derive any 
benefit? Life is not a long-drawn misery 
even in the present conditions. There may be 
some perhaps who by stress of circumstances 
or wrong use of life find it unprofitable. But 
it can be made beautiful and it remains with 
ourselves whether at its close we can look 
back upon it as a blessing or a curse.“ 


ITS TWENTY-FLFTH ANNIVERSARY. 


South Park Avenne Methodists End a 
Week of Jubilation. 

For a week the South Park Avenue M. E. 
Church has been celebrating it twenty-fifth 
aaniversary. The exercises closed with an 
appropriate service last night at which the 
Nashville Simgers (colored) furnished the 
music, and the Rev. G. M. Caidwell, pastor 
of the church, preached his anniversary ser- 
mon. The main part of the sermon was de- 
voted to a history of the church, as given in 
Tus Taru last Monday. He took for his 
text the two following passages:

Zacnariah iv., 10. 

This is the Lord’s doing. and it is marvelous in 
our eyes.—Ma.thew xxi., 42. 

Mr. Caidwell said: The former passage 
was spoken in connection with the rebuilding 
of the temple at Jerusalem by Zerubbabel. 
It had been buiided by Solomon when his re- 
sources were almost without limit, and all 
contributed to the success of the work. Its 
rebuilding was undertaken when the Hebrews 
had been stripped and impoverished, and 
hence it was as the day of smali things. But 
the prophecy was fulfilled, and, notwithstand- 
ing the small beginning, the ultimate glory of 
tne latter house exceeded the former. So, 
too, our Savior deciares concerning the build - 
ing of the material and spiritual temple, 
that it is the Lord's 
is marvelous in our eyes, 
it was the devout and constant habit of the 
inspired writers to attribute all success in 
spiritual work to the biessi of God. Even 
though he may have — as usually he 
does by human agencies still it is the Lord's 
doing and marve.ous in our eyes. The great 
Chicugo fire occurred twenty-three years ago. 
At that time there were but fiiteen Methodist 
Episcopal churches in this city, and of our 
present 142 churches and missions but two 
had compieted buildings, and two incom- 
piete, that are now in use by the congrega- 
tions. A growth from four churches with 
church edifices to 142 is more marvelous 
than anything I know of in connection with 
the material improvement of Chicago. With- 
in twenty-three years Chicago has erected 138 
church buildings, mo-t of wh.ch are now out 
of debt. Shall we have any fear for the 
future with this magnificent showing?

It Takes a Vast Machine to Prepare Your

man’s life there comes a time when he waiks 
into a restaurant, orders a dinner, and gets 
exactly what he called for. Usually he won- 
ders thereat and u-ually also he comes back 
again, but not often does he spend much time 
in wondering how it is all done, Yet behind 
the scenes of a great restaurant: during the 
rush hour is to the onlooker fully as interesting 
as the coulisses of a theater during the per- 
formance. There back of the swing dvors 
through which the white-clad cat-footed waiters 
flit is another wor:d, a world where system is

king and order acts as viceroy; a place where 
silence is diamonds and quickness gold. Such 
is the kitchen of the ideal modern restaurant. 
There is at least one such in Chicago, and the 
number is growing. 

In the old days—and that means a year and 
a half in Chicago—restaurants were rather 
haphazard sort of affairs. A waiter took 
what the cook gave him, and the guest swore, 
ate it, and paid. By tipping the waiter liber- 
ally it was possible to get a decent meal. 
Others grasped the full possibilities of the 
thing and diligently studied the method where- 
by a man eats a $1 meal and gets a 
25-cent check. But those days are passing. 
Not even to his best friend can a waiter in a 
modern restaurant extend this doubtful cour- 
tesy, for at the door of the kitchen sits Cer- 
berus. Usually Cerberus takes the form of a 
mild-mannered young man witha lynx eye 
and a ticket-punch, but he is the first outward 
symbol of the awful orderliness that reigns 
behind the scenes of the well-managed res- 
taurant. eg 

Outside, in the dining-room, are 150 
tables and forty-five waiters to look 
aft@r them. The tables will seat 450 peo- 
ple at a time. This means that each wait- 
er has to attend to ten people. Because he 
pretty often can’t do it there are four or five 
detached waiters who rejaice iu the name of 
‘*floaters.”” When the headwaiter sees that 
a waiter is getting swamped he details a 
„ floater ”’ a hal him out. This keeps the 
balance even. 

There may be noise and talkingin the res- 
taurant itself, but in the kitchen the chink 
of silverware and the rattle of dishes 
are almost the only sounds, Toa waiter 
astoa horseman the rule of the road is 
keep to the right.“ Just inside the right 
hand swing door of the kitchen is a big table 
with a hole in itand near that hole stands a 
woman. Right in front of her a waiter 
dumpsa big armful of dirty plates, cups, 
giasses, and cutiery. To sort the dismal- 
looking pile would be three minutes’ work to 
any one else, but that woman just lays her 
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effect was that of the bleachers tendering ad- 
vice to an unpopular umpire. Except in 
a regular hash foundry t custom has 
passed. Now, the waiter carries his order to 
a man who is known as the dummy-man 
and quietly repeats it to him. The dummy- 


man takes down on a slip the number of the 


waiter, the time the order was given, and the 


items of it. All this is shorthand, but not the 
shorthand written by the giddy young thing 


who chews gum and can’t read her notes. 

dummy-man is inventor and patentee of a 
shorthand of his own, which has its advantages 
even if itdoes make an order look likea 
Chinese launary ticket. For instance, two 
short horizontal lines stand for a sirloin 
steak. If there is a little circle just above the 
lines it means that the man who gave the 
order is not going to call on his fiancée and 
will take onions on his steak. It the circle 
stands at the end of the lines it means he 
wants mushrooms. Herewith is an extract 
from the dummy-man’s book of record.

hands on the pile and it vanishes in three sec- 
onde. Kanged around her are racks, 
and into one go cups, into 
another the platters. With one 
deft scoop she has cleared the *crockery of 
scraps and dumped the proceeds through the 
hole into the great ga bage receptacles beneath 
the table. It is saie to eat hash here, for no 
scraps are saved, They all go to one of the 
great soap boiling establishmente, and in re- 
turn the-restaurant gets all its soap free. 
Fast as the woman who receives the 
dishes sorts them they are seized by the 
washers. One gets the silverware, another 
the plates, while the dishes, * 
and cutiery go to others. 
crockery goes into big metal things that look 
like fish kettles, is siashed around in boiling 
soda and soapsuds and turned over to the 
rinsers and driers.

Attention is being called to the shameless 
conduct of the present administration in deal- 
ing with the victims of the Ford’s Theater dis- 
aster. No one denies the government was re- 
sponsible for the catastrophe by which thirty- 
two government clerks lost their lives June 9, 
1893; and halt a hundred more received in- 
juries crippling them for lite. Everybody 
supposed the families of the dead and wounded 
would be promptly cared for by a great govern- 
ment, and yet thecontrary is not only the case, 
but even the witnesses who testified at the 
Coroner’s jury have been punished for telling 
the truth.

HEAVY ORDERS FOR IRON 4ND STEEL, 


Mills About Harrisburg, Pa., Evjoying an 
Era of Great Prosperity. 

Han RSR, Pa., Oct. 14.—Iron and steel 
mills in this locality are enjoying an era of 
unprecedented prospurity. At the Pennsyl- 
vania Steel works the production of rails and 
Bessemer steel last week was the heaviest 
for years.

MR. REED’S NEW YORK SPEECH. 

Thomas B. Reed has invaded the very lair 
of the Tammany tiger and has met with such 
a reception as rarely has been accorded to a 
Republicad orator in New York City. The 
great Cooper Union Hall was too small to ac- 
commodate the multitude and overflow 
meetings had to be held outside its doors, 
which were scarcely less enthusiastic than 
hat in which the Czar” held forth. The 
enthusiastic shouts with which he was 
greeted as he rose to speak, repeated over 
and over again for several minutes, were not 
only a personal compliment to the speaker 
himself but also a demonstration which 
shows that the Republicans of that city have 
disposed of all their factional fights and dis- 
astrous combinations, and that they are 
united in the determination to make a con- 
test which shall redeem New York City from 
the corrupt domination of Tammany and 
New York State from the clutches of the Hill 
Democracy. 

Mr. Reed himself also was at his best and 
dealt out hard facts, humor, wit, and sarcasm 
in about equal parts. He was unwilling to 
appear before that audience because he could 
not present his case more forcibiy or graph- 
ically than the course of events itself was 
doing. or more eloquently than the Demo- 
cratic party itself was doing. The latter 
statement was illustrated by the President 
himself. Said Mr. Reed: 

Ihave beenin the habit for some years of 
speaking of the Democratic party in terms which 
seemed to me to be just, but which the members 
of it have not found entirely satisfactory. and yet 
I never dreamed of using words about the party 
or its chiefs which have been shouted in speeches 
by great Democrats from Maine to Texas and 
italicized in much letter writing by a very exalt- 
ed public functionary. I should never have 
dreamed of charging the Senate of the United 
States, though of another political party, with 
perfidy and dishonor, and yet that is only a por- 
tion of the epithets which were chosen by the 
Chief Magistrate of their own selection. 

Mr. Reed was of opinion that his occupa- 
tion as a political speakér in this campaign 
was gone, but he did not seem toe regret it. as 
it left an opportunity to talk practical com- 
mon sense on the business question, and he was 
all the more willmg to do this as the results 
in the elections already held furnished con- 
clusive proof that there were thousands of 
Democrats ready to listen. From this point 
of view Mr. Reed began his ovation proper. 
The last eighteen months have been months 
of suffering from lack of ordinary comforts 
in the homes of the people, as well as of idle 
mills, silent machinery, men without wark, 
and money without use. The cause of this 
was not due to the tariff which now exists any 
more than it was due to its predecessor. ‘ It 
was the utter uncertainty, the appalling doubt 
as to what would happen tous. Who could 
build on shifting sand? Incidentally he de- 
fenaed Senators against Democratic ingrati- 
tude. 

Notwithstanding all the bad actions of the Sen- 
ate—and they were many—they saved the Demo- 
cratic party from annihilation. Why do you sup- 
pose these Senators—these Democratic Senators 
made 630 amendments to the House bill? Was 
it out of pure premeditated wickedness? Or was 
it on the demand of their constituents? Did the 
junior Senator from New York hang out for 
collars and cuffs by the direct instigation of the 
devil or because he livedin Troy? Did Senator 
Smith rescue some of the manufactures of New 
Jersey because the fiend whispered into his ear 
or because he heard the human voices of his con- 
stituents? 

The point emphasized by Mr. Reed in this 
connection was that the triumph of the Demo- 
cratic party this fall will not relieve this un- 
certainty. Mr. Cleveland himself has written 
to Mr. Catchings that this is oniy the vantage 
ground for new attack. Mr. Hill declares that 
that only the citadel has been carried. The 
Chairman of the Ways and Means committee 
announced before the House adjourned that 
the fight was only begun. He proclaimed the 
eame fact to the English free traders and they 
applauded him as he sat with his legs under 
their mahogany. Hence there is no certainty 
to be hoped for in Democratic success, and 
this is a point which workingmen everywhere 
should consider. Still more should they con- 
sider the additional point which Mr. Reed 
made w.th still greater force—namely: that 
until you have profits you cannot distribute 
them. Upon this point Mr. Reed said: 

What is the notive power that lets on the 
water and feeds in the coal and sets the machin- 
ery in motion? It is the market, the cApacity for 
buying, the power of purchase. Whence comes 
that? From the rich and the poor; from the rich 
a little, from the pocr much. If you were to 
give me alone for myself $1,000,000 | should not 
spend $10,000 of inconsumable wealth, though I 
might put it into plants, into works, or railroads, 
but if I were to give you $1,000,000, distributed 
among you all, every cent of it would be spent, 
not in looms, in machinery, but in the product of 
looms and machinery. This is what makes the 
market, which is the motive power of production, 
not the large contributions of the few, but the 
small contributions of the many. This large 
market also makes legitimate cheapness. I say 
legitimate cheapness, for a cheapness with no 
money to buy isa mockery to the soul, while 
cheapness with good wages is the delight of 
life. The broader and richer the market 
the more of each article will be consumed 
and the more there is consume the cheaper each 
will be made. Machinery has its foundati n on 
this. You would not build a machine to make a 
single axhandle. You could make it infinitely 
cheaper by hand. A machine means a half mill- 
ion axhandles. Most manufacturers realize 
these things, and the great fact that good wages, 
so far from being hostile to their progress, is its 
very foundation. When manufacturers all see 
their interest that way we shall witness the hap- 
py death, for this country at least, of that old 
political cone my doctrine that profits are de- 
pendent on low wages. Business prosperity will 
then come from extension of business and not 
from the diminution of wages. 

Approaching the close of his speech Mr. 
Reed briefly paid his respects to the Vice- 
President, who has been glorifying his party 
over free lumber and untaxed homes, and 
who thinks it should be kept in power be- 
cause the Senate bill should be administered 
by its friends. Its friends? Who are they? 
The Democrats? Why, after the most care- 
ful reading of all Democratic speeches and 
platforms for months, I thought this Senate 


r 88.0 bill was a foundling laid on the party door- 
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party togovern by reason of its connections 
with Southern Democrats who were bred in 
the doctrines of McDuffie and free trade. 
Their workingmen needed no advancement 
and could have no wages, for they were 
slaves, From this state of feeling they have 
never graduated. They have no idea how 
our Northern industrial system has become 
part and parcel of ourexistence. Why should 
they govern us by the use of the machinery 
of the party? If they were in the majority 
themselves, yes, by all means, that would be 
their right. I counsel no sectionalism, 1 
mean none. All I say is that the minority 
should not govern.”’ The speech as a whole 
was one of the best Mr. Reed has ever made. 
It was full of hard, close reasoning and sly, 
quiet, ironical humor, but in no part of it did 
he descend to vituperation or partisan assault. 
Tt will arouse an added interest to hear him 
when he comes to Chicago. This kind of 
talking is what every workingman in Chicago 
ought to bear. 


LYING FoR “ LAND NATIONALIZATION.” 

Those who accept Mr. Giadstone’s defini- 
tion of land nationalization as land robbery 
will not be much surprised to find the advo- 
cates of that wholesale steal guilty of lying 
in the hope of being able to carry their point. 
The leaders of the English Land Restora- 
tion League,“ on the other side of the Atlan- 
tic, and Henry George on this side have been 
guilty of deliberate misrepresentation of the 
views of Herbert Spencer on the land ques- 
tion, quoting him as favoring their views. 
The exposure of their nefarious statements 
has led to a prolonged discussion in several 
English papers, and a summary of the case is 
presented by G. W. Smalley in the oolumna of 
the New York Tribune. Pec 

The league published a pamphlet or leaflet 
pretending to set forth the views of Herbert 
Spencer touching ownership of land. It does 
set forth, in part, the views he once held, but 
it is as long ago as 1850 since the publica- 
tion of his work on “Social Statics,”’ and 
even that statement is garbled, while the 
opinions cited are given as if they are now 
held by Mr. Spencer, though he long ago 
gave public notice that he has discarded them. 
So there isa double falsification. He says 
in substance: The opinion misquoted is 
tacitly represented as my present opinion. 
It is implied that I at present advocate re- 
sumption of direet ownership of land by the 
community, whereas it is perfectly well 
known by those who have issued 
this leaflet’ that I have changed my 
views. I ariginally thought that after 
due compensation had been made to existing 
land.-owners the community would benefit by 
taking the land into its own hands. But since 
then Ihave concluded that the transaction 
would be a losing one for the community. If 
due compensation were made there would not 
be a balance of gain but a balance of loss. 
Hence I have argued that it would be better 
that the existing system should continue.“ 

Having this statement pressed home upon 
his attention the secretary of the league took 
refuge in a declaration of his own preference 
and that of his confederates for the earlier 
views, as if that had anything to de with the 
divect charge of falsification and dishonesty 
brought against him. He argued the general 
question of land ownership and shirked that 
of morals. His only excuse for suppressing a 
passage essential to the comprehension of Mr. 
Spencer’s original view, but inconsistent with 
the league scheme for plunder, is that Mr. Spen- 
cer did not repeat the passage somewhere else. 
Later he has consented to publish in one pam- 
phiet extracts from the older and a more 
modern work, giving the original and changed 
views of the author on the question. Henry 
George in this “country has not shown the 
slightest disposition to admit that he has been 
guilty of misrepresentation. When exposed 
he simply turned round with the insinuation 
that Mr. Spencer’s change of upinion respect- 
ing land ownership was due to his social 
aspirations or social intercourse with the land 


aristocracy of Ergland. This Mr. Smalley 


indignantly denies, with the remark that 
Spencer is not a society man, and if he wanted 
to be one could,have gratified the wish with- 
out a change of views on the land question. 
It is due to Mr, Spencer to say that his 
work issued in thé middie of the century, 
when he was only 30 years old, had in it 
nothing to support the principal aim of those 


who want to nationalise the land. He al- 


ways took the ground that the present owners 
of the land have a right to possess it, and he 
laid this down as a basis for the doctrine of 
compensation, from which he never faltered. 
It is easy to see why this fact carefully was 
suppressed in the quotations from his So- 
cial Staties. The nationalizers do not want 
t compensate the owners of the land it is 
proposed to take away from them. They 
want to rob, not to buy, except as some of 
the number in this country may have pro- 
fessed a willingness to have the land and im- 
provements paid for with fiat shinplasters, 
which every sensible man knows the owners 
of the land would not accept as pay unless on 
compulsion. Those who demand that all 
means of production and transportation (in- 
cluding the land) shall be the property of the 
Commonwealth have no idea of buying 
those means with anything that would be 
real compensation. They want to confiscate, 
not to purchase. They want wholesale rob- 
bery to be the rule for everything it would be 
worth their while to steal, and the lying they 
are willing to indulge in for the purpose of 
gaining converts is only a lesser crime than 
the one they hope to have committed in 
sequence to their falsehood. 


PLANETARY CONJUNCTIONS. 

A correspondent in Cheyenne asks for in- 
formation in regard to the planetary con- 
junctions that will occur. near the midnight 
following the 12th of next month and “ their 
probable effect om the earth.“ At the date 
of the full moon, a few minutes before 2 
o’clock in the morning of Tuesday, Nov. 13, 
the planets Mercury, Venus, and Uranus will 
be nearly in conjunction with the sun, Mars 
18 degrees west of the moon, and Neptune 
18 degrees east of the moon, with Jupiter 46 
degrees to the east of our satellite. Those 
are the positions. Stated to the nearest hour, 
Chicago time, the tollowing conjunctions will 
occur within a few days of the date named : 
Oct. 80, 10 a. m., Venus and Saturn; Nov. 7. 
8 p. m., Uranus and sun; Nov. 10, 1 p. m.. 
Mercury and sun, the planet making a tran- 
sit, visible from all parts of the United States, 
and lasting at Chicago from 10:05 a. m. to 
3:21 p. m.; Nov. 12, 11 a. m., Mercury 
and Venus; Nov. 12, noon, Mercury and 
Uranus; Nov. 28, 7 a. m., Mercury and 
Uranus; Nov. 30,9 a. m., Venus and sun 
(superior); Dec. 4, midnight, Neptune and 
sun. The planetary conjunctions of the 
moon will be as follows: Nov. 11, 1 a. m., 
Mars; Nov. 14, 8 p. m., Neptune; Nov. 16, 
4a. m., Jupiter; Nov. 21,5 p. m., Saturn; 
‘Nov. 25,3 p. m., Mercury; Nov. 25, 7 p. 
m., Uranus; Nov. 27, 3 a. m., Venus. 

There is no scientific warrant for supposing 
that the earth will be in any way affected by 
these phenomena beyond having its position 
in space changed bya few miles from the 
normal path by the perturbing attractions of 
‘the several planets, and even those will be lit- 
tle more lat the moments of con- 
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junotꝛon or opposition than for a few days be- 
So far as gravity is concerned the result must 
do infinitesimal 


| compared with the whole dis- 
tance of the earth from the sun. It has been 


‘plausibly argued that lines of electric or 
magnetie force are established between each 
planet and the sun, and that when the earth 


passes through one or more of these 
lines from the sun ‘to other planets, 
our atmosphere must be affected by the 
passage of these forces through it. This may 
seem all right in theory, but it at least is 

to grave doubt that such influences are of 
more than infinitesimal order, though one 
pretty respectable scientific authority many 


years ago suggested the planetary movements 


| as the possible cause of sun spots. It the cor- 


respondént and others wish to observe for 


themselves in the hope of discovering signs of 


disturbing inſtuence the data in this article 
will suffice for the purpose. But he is not 
justified in his assumption that no similar 
arrangement of planets of the solar system in 
approximate conjunction ever has occurred 
before, Five of the planets were in line about 
the time George III. of England was born. 
Saturn, Jupiter, and Mars were in conjunc- 
tion within a few degrees of the vernal 
equinox in the latter part of the year 7 B. C. 
of the common.reckoning, which is supposed 
to be dated from a time four years too late 
for the fact of Christ’s birth, and the two 
larger planets were in conjunction three years 
before the supposed date of the birth of 
Moses. It may be remembered that it was 
predicted the passages of the planets through 
the perihelion points in their respective 
orbits, which occurred from fourteen to nine 
years ago, would cause dire disaster to the 
earth and its inhabitants, but that the predic. 
tions were not verified. : 


A SENSIBLE RAILROAD DECISION. 

The Omaha and St. Louis railway is at pres- 
ent in the hands of a receiver—that is, of the 
bondholders. The receiver applied to Judge 
Woolson of the United States Circuit Court 
for authority to reduce the wages of em- 
ployés because they were larger than he 
thought the receipts of the road justified him 
in paying. The employés informed the Judge 
that they were not willing to be cut down. 
The decision was to the effect that there 
should be uo reduction of the wage scale ex- 
cept in a few cases. 

The reason assigned by the Judge was that 
the wages paid by the Omaha and St. Louis 
road were the same as those paid on other 
lines running through the same kind of coun- 
try. That is to say, the employés of the road 
were getting the fair average rate of compen- 
sation for such services as they rendered. He 
admitted that the receiver could hire men who 
would do the work for less money than the 
present employés are, but he questioned the 
economy of letting the present force go to 
replace it with cheaper men. 

He asserted that the probabilities were that 
a wholesale change of employés would result 
in accidents which would cost the road or the 
bondholders more than they would save by 
the proposed reduction of the wage scale. The 
wrecking of a single freight or passenger train 
by reason Of the carelessness of a green hapd 
might sweep away in an hour the sum saved 
by cutting down the empioyé4s for six months. 
Having in view the interests of the bondhoid- 
ers the Judge did not déem it advisable to 
take any risks. 

His decision is a sound ‘one. Private cor- 
porations or private individuals expect to pay 
the same wages for the same kind of work 
perfotmed under the same conditions. One 
employer may be making much money and 
another but little, yet each expects to pay the 
same rate of wages for equal quality of sery- 
ice. If a manufacturer finds that he cannot 
pay that ordinary commercial rate which a 
more fortunate competitor is paying without 
carrying on his business at a loss he can call 
on his employ4s to work for less. If they re- 
fuse todoso he can let them go and hire 
others who will take what he can afford to 
pay. If he does not care to do that he can go 
out of business. : 

The community is not disturbed in’ the 
least whatever he does. If he stops manu- 
facturing other people supply the goods, The 
question presents itself different!y, however, 
in the case of a railroad. That is a quasi- 
public corporation in which the community 
has a very lively interest. After a road has 
once been built and put in operation the peo- 
ple livingin the territory through which it 
runs depend upon it and feel they cannot do 
without it. They want it to be operated reg- 
ularly and safely. They do not mind the 
closing of a mill, but the shutting down of a 
railroad would affect them seriously. 

If the owners of a road find it is earning so 
little that they cannot pay the ordinary com- 
mercial rate of wages to their employés they 
have a right to ask them to take less, If the 
men refuse they have a right to hire cheaper 
men if they think it for their advantage to do 
so. If it turne out that they are the losers by 
it the loss is theirs. Or they can sell the road 
if they can find any one to buy it. But as 
long as they own the road it is their duty to 
operate it so that the public may bw reason- 
ably well served. If they fail to do that they 
can be deprived of their franchise. 

What the owners of a road may do, a Judge 
in whose custody it is temporarily naturally 
may feel disinclined to do. They can take 
risks which he is unwilling to. If the Judge 
had granted the wage reduction asked for the 
result might have been the hiring of cheaper 
employés followed by costly accidents, or 
there might have been a strike which, though 
not a violent one, would have been more ex- 
pensive for the road than the maintenance of 
the old wage scale and which would have in- 
jured the public. Therefore Judge Woolson 
is to be commended for his conservative pol- 
icy. If the mortgage holders after the road 
passes into their hands do not feel inclined to 
follow it they need not do so. The probabil- 
ities are that they will not reverse! his decision.

THE CAMPAIGN OF CORRUPTION. 
The Democratic machine has been accumu- 


lating a large campaign fund. The gamblers 
have contributed. So have other disreputable 
characters. The tax-eaters of the City Hall 
have been bled. The government employés 
have received letters calling on them for as- 
goss ments, and most of them prefer to pay 
rather than run any risks of dismissal. The 
candidates have been forced to go down deep 
into their pockets. Night before last some of 
the gaming houses oponed up again. Doubt- 
less that. was in the interest of the campaign 
fund. 

The money thus collected is to be poured 
out freely from now on. Yesterday’s Tais- 
urn told how it is to be used. It is to be em- 
ployed in the hiring of men to register falsely 
tomorrow and a week from tomorrow and to 
vote illegally on the Gth of November. Gangs 
of ten or a dozen men under the charge of an 
intelligent scoundrel will register at a dozen 
precincts, with the expectation of voting at all 
or nearly all of them. They will get a few 
dollars for their services, but the men who or- 
ganize and personally conduct” these re- 
peaters will be better paid.

be for the party which pays them the most— 
the Republican Executive committee has been 
laboring with the Election Commissioners to 
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get them to remove the men whom the Re- 


publicans of their precincts repudiate and to 
comply with the law by appointing men who 
are really Republicans. 

The board does seem inclined to do that. A 
case was presented to it Saturday. In the 
Fifteenth Precinct of the Twenty-ninth Ward 
two Republican votes were cast. There were 
on duty at that poll two Republican judges, 
one clerk, one watcher, ana two challengers. 
There should have been at least six Republic. 
an votes. If the judges and clerks had been 
Republicans there would have been three at 
least. Yet the Election Commissioners in- 
sisted that there was no reason why the old 
judges and clerks should not be looked on as 
representative Republicans. 

The Election Board will decide today what 
it.will do about the judges and clerks against 
whom charges have been made, If it removes 
them and gives the Republicans their rights, 
well and good. If it refuses to make these re- 
movals then the Republicans will know just 
what they have to expect, and if they mean to 
earry the day they will have to redouble their 
precautions and their watchfulness and work 
to get out every vote they can so as to pile up 
a majority so big that the Democrats will not 
be able to neutralize it by fraud. Get out the 
votes this fall, make one great effort, clean 
out Scales and the Tammany machine, and 
thus secure a fair election next spring and in 
1896. 


Tue directory of the Washington Park 
club has resolved that there shall be no racing 
on the club grounds next year. This decision 
is gratifying, no matter what the motives may 
have been which prompted it. While the 
races which have been held on the Washing- 
ton Park track have given pleasure to a great. 
many people, they have worked a great deal 
of harm. That track was not run like others 
in or near this city as a purely gambling 
concern.

But 
the gambling spirit was encouraged there 
and the races, while perfectly respectable, 
served as a school in gaming. The young 
men who began by betting there wound up 
by betting at other places, which bad not a 
ghost of respectability to them. 

Those persons who wanted to close tracks 
which were purely gambling resorts found 
themselves hampered in their efforts by the 
existence of the Washington Park track, 
which worked much less mischief, but which 
confessedly worked some. They did not al- 
ways know exactly what to say when they 
were charged with fighting gambling on the 
West Side and saying nothing about it on the 
South Side. The directors of the Washington 
Park club have also been placed in an un- 
pleasant position. It is not agreeable to be 
connected with a concern which has been in- 
dicted as a common nuisance, and it must 
have become apparent to the directors that 
the public sentiment against the poolselling 
form of gambling which it is claimed must be 
tolerated ifa track is to be kept up is grow- 
ing stronger continually. The directors did 
well to say there will be no racmg next year. 
They will do better yet by giving up racing 
altogether, since it merely serves to make 
gamblers, defaultere, and embezzlers. Those 
who went to the races purely for amusement 
can get that somewhere else. 
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Tux Richmond, Va., Dispatch in answer to 
Tun Cuicaco Triscune’s statement that the 
Populist earthquake in Georgia left the Demo- 
cratic party with a yawning fissure, running 
right down through the middle of it, says:

MONEY ORDER WAITING MRS. STRAUS 


T. Straus, No. 27 Pine Street, Chicago, 
Wr the New York Goroner About 
the sational Suicide af His Wife 
Wants the Children Sent to Him in 
Chicago—Gambiers Have a Fund to 
Fight the Constitutional Amendment= 
May Divert It to Hints Campaten. 

New York, Oct. 14.— [Special. I— Mathilda 

Strauss, in her poorly furnished apartments 

at No, 1516 Broadway, committed suicide a 

month ago by inhaling gas. She was without 

money or friends, and did not care to live and 
see her four children starve. During last May 
her husband, who 1s a traveling salesman, left 


ber, telling her he was going out West to try 


to better his condition. He promised te send 
her money and afterwards to send for the 
family. She heard ogly once from him while 
he was in Chicago. She believed he had 
run away, and while the children 
were starving she was brooaging over 
her troubles. When all her furniture 
had gone to the pawushop she kissed her chil- 
dren one day and sent them out. Then she 
closed up every avenue of air in the room and 
turned the gas on. The childrea several hours 
afterward made an effort to get into the room. 
The neighbors burst it in and „Mrs. Strauss 
was found dead, She left a letter saying her 
husband had deserted her for aother woman, 
and had left hor and her four children to 
starve. 

If she had known that at the time a suvstan- 
tial money order was at her disposal she 
would in all probability be alive and happy 
today. The Coroner has received the follow- 
ing letter: 

Onicaeo, Oct 9.—To Coroner Creamer: I ap- 
pealto you as a broken-hearted man and a 
wrongly treated father. I come to you in these 
conditions to ask you a favor. As you are the 
Coroner who has taken care of the dead body of 
my wife, it rests in your power to help me out of 
my great troubles, It is not necessary, I think, 
to annoy you in telling you All of my misfort- 
unes, or in trying to explain that I am not guilty 
of the suicide of my wife, but I feel I ought 
to tell you she has been trying to do 
away with herself many times during the 
eleven years of our married life, I have 
sent her as mang money orders as I could afford, 
as I can prove by the Brooklyn postoffice. I was 
expec her in Chicago a few days ago, before 
her death. My pomtion was such I could not 
have her and the children with me any sooner. 

© greatest proof of what I say is there was 
a money order in the Brooklyn postofiice for the 
expenses of the journey the same day she died. 
That money order has since been returned to me. 
It is hard for me to explain all matters, but it is 
sufficient for me to tell vou I have a great 
ene in the man who was employed with 
me. e is the man who has blackened my 
reputation in the opinion of everybody. Buta 
man like him, who has spent a part of his life in 

rison, should not be trusted. I come to you, as 

have said before, to ask you a favor. Beso 
kind as to tell me whore my children are. I earn 
from $25 to $30 per week and I am well able to 
support them. I can furnish the best of rofer- 
ences if necessa If you can do so I will send 
you — et a — ore New 2 to 

‘hicago. ave n try to got my e ren 
for a month past and have not 1 ＋ .

They recog- 
nize that the present revision was accom- 
plish by a Republican convention, and that if 
a great Republican victory should close the 
campaign it would be exceedingly difficult to 
secure the defeat of any part of the proposed 
constitution.

TOSSED IN A STORM. 


‘SOHOONER MOWRY TOWED INTO THE 
_ HARBOR BADLY DAMAGED. 


Captain and Crew Giad to Reach Chicago 

_ with Their LivesePassing Steamers 
Make No Kffort at Rescue—Whaleback 
Barge Driven Ashore at Fairport « 
Steam Barge Sam Mitchell Springs Her 
Plates and Runs te Port- Boats Seek 
Shelter at Several Harbors, 

The sehgoner A. J. Mowry was towed into 
the harbor last night with her foremast and 
bowsprit carried away and leaking. Her crew 
report a terrible encounter with the storm, 
and say all Saturday night they never ex- 
pected to reach the shore alive, The Mowry 
left here last Friday night for Sturgeon Bay 
for a load of Christmas trees. The wind was 
fair at the ‘time, but during the night. it 
shifted to the northwest and began biow- 
ing harder. The boat was b@ow Mi- 


morning the foremast was seen to be bend- 
ing dangerously just below the crosstrees, and 
suddenly, with a crash, it broke. The bow- 
sprit was carried away in the crash and the 
mainsail was torn in pieces by the flying 
wreckage. The sailors sprang to their work, 
and as quickly as possible the rigging was cut 
away and the wreckage. cast off. Even then 
the Mowry was not out of danger. With no 
sails to steady her she was roiling heavily in 
the big sea. Finally enough sail was made 
on the spars left standing to steady the boat. 

“T thought that it was my last voyage, 
Capt. M. Doyle said last night. “When the 
mast was carried away we were off Port 
Washington. During the afternoon, when we 
were about twenty miles from Milwaukee, the 
schooner Emeline came along with lumber 
for Chicago. The Captain came up to us and 
wanted to know if we wanted to be taken off. 
I knew his yawl boat could not live in that 
sen long enough to launch it and 
we made up our minds that we would take 
our chances. The tug Arthur Jones picked 
us up a little way north of the harbor and 
towed us into the river. Shortiy after the ac- 
cident a steamer came in sight, and we hoist- 
ed asignal of distress, our colors at half. 
mast. The steamer was certainly near 
enough to see us, but passed on. Another 
steamer came along, nearer than the first, 
and that one also paid no attention to us. 

The Mowry will strip at once and lay up for 
the winter. She is owned largely by Capt. 
Doyle, who lost heavily by the disaster. 

The schooner Olga, whivh cleared from this 
port Saturday for Menominee, ran back for 
sheiter last night. In the storm her bowsprit 
was carried away. The big lake tug J. C. 
Perrett, towing three barges, left for Bay 
City during yesterday, but came back just be- 
fore dark. A heavy sea was encountered. 

The storms of last week from the westward 
reached a climax Saturday night in the heav- 
iest gale experienced on the lakes since the 
storm of last May. The largest and best 
steamers that the lake shipyards have turned 
out with their powerful machinery were not 
able to breast storm and were forced to 
turn and run for shelter. The storm was gen- 
eral on the four upper lakes, Lake Ontario 
seeming to have escaped the winds. Number- 
less narrow escapes from foundering and the 
dismantled condition in which many boats re- 
turned to port made marine men exceedingly 
anxious last night for the safety of other eratt 
known to be on the lakes, and it isfeared that 
some boats were not abie to live in the seas 
long enough to run into the nearest harbor.

MANY BOATS BUN TO SHELTER. 


Some Vessels at Port Huron Damaged by 
the Gale. 

Port Huron, Mich., Oct. 14.—A heavy gale 
of wind from the northwest, accompanied by 
a big sea, prevailed on Lake Huron last night 
and today. The steamer Vega was out 
from here fifteen hours on Lake Huron, 
but was unable to make any headway, 
and was forced to run back. The steamer 
Wiley M. Egan experienced extremely heavy 
weather on Saginaw Bay. The seas piling on 
board broke the bulwarks forward and amid- 
ships, and she came back for shelter after be- 
ing out twenty-four hours. The schooner Au- 
rora arrived this morning minus her deckioad 
of lumber and some light sails. During the 
night the schooner Sheldon, bound up in tow of 
the steamer Hiawatha, went hard aground just 
outside the St. Clair canal. The steamers 
Codorus, Russia, and James Lockwood got 
up the laké thirty miles and to return 
for shelter.

DRIVES WHALEBACK BARGE ASHOHE. 


On a Rocky Bottom and Likely to Go to

Asurasuta, O., Oct. 14.— The whaleback 
barge 182, laden with iron ore, was driven 
ashore just east of the piers at 7 o’clock this 
morning. She was lying at anchor, but the 
anchors could not hold and she dragged 
ashore. The boat is full of water 
on a rocky bottom and is likely to go to 
pieces. The new life-saving crew at Ashta- 
bula had their first work today in taking the 
crew of seven men off the boat, which was ac- 
complished with much difficulty. The barge 
was in tow of the steamer Thomas Wilson. 
Five vessels are lying at anchor vutside the 
harbor. The barge was owned by the American 
Steel Barge company of West Superior, and 
was built last year. She ie rated Al and 
valued at $80,000.

State Commissioner of Kansas Makes Some 
Timely Recommendations. 

Torka, Kas., Oct. 13.—[Special Corre- 
spondence]—State Bank Commissioner John 
W. Bridenthal has completed his annual re- 
purt, showing the condition of Kansas State 
and private banks at the close of business 
July 18. 1894, and it is now in the hands of 
the printer. In his letter of transmittal to

Commissioner Reynolds Launches His An- 
nual Report and It Says the World’s 
Fair City’s Record Was Beaten Only 
by Berlin—Lowest Death Rate in Its 
History—Purer Milk and Water Non 
Report on the Smoke Nuisance-~-Pa- 
tience with It Counseled. 


Commissioner Reynolds has completed his 
report for the year ending Dec 81, 1893, 
and furnishes an exhaustive review of the 
city’s sanitary condition. Owing to unusual 
demands on the department he says the re- | peaty — 2 
port has been delayed. The report says 
despite the predictions of disaster and warn- 
ings of inevitable sickness and increased 
mortality during the World's Fair 
year the Department jof Health 
is able to claim the death rate of 
Chicago for 1893 to be the lowest of 
any large city in the world (except possibly 
Berlin) and the lowest for any year in its own 
history. By the Imperial Health Department 
of the German capital credit is accorded to 
Berlin of bemg the healthiest city in the 
world, In 1893, with a population of 1.600, 
000, its death-rate was 16.3 to the 1,000. On 
the same basis of population the 
death-rate of Chiacgo for the same 
period was 16.9 to the 1,000. 
The actual population of Chicago was largely 
in excess of 1,600,000, and taking this ex- 
cess into consideration it would reduce the 
mortality rate in proportion. The United

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THE EVIL FRUITS OF DEMOORAOY. 


Great Reduction in Wage the Army of 
the Unemployed. 

American Eéonomist; A great deal of 
space is given in this week’s issue of the 
American Economist to a report upon the 
business conditions of the United States dur- 
ing the first six months of the present year as 
compared with similar conditions existing ¢ 
between Jan. 1 and June 30, 1892. 

We have recived reports from 320 differ- 
ent employers of labor, who are able to find 
work for 20.800 fewer bands this year than 
in 1892. They paid almost $8,000,000 less 
money for wages and their output, or the 
amount of business which they transacted, 
was nearly one-half less than during the first 
six months of 1892. 

The average earnings of each wage-earner 
between Jan. 1 and June 30, 1892, was $250. 
The‘average earnings of each wage-earner 
during the corresponding six months of this 
year was $195. Thus there was a loss of $55 
to every one of these individuais who were 
employed. 

e McKinley census that was taken by the 
American Protective Tariff League in 1892 
showed that over $40,000,000 of money had 
been invested in new or enlarged industries 
within two years. Also that work had been 
provided for 37,285 additional hands. 

Now we are under the painful necessity of 
showing that 20.800 people have been de- 
prived of work in 320 different industries. 
Also that those who were at work ve re- 
eeived nearly $8,000,000 less money within 
six months than they did two years ago. It 
is further shown that the amount of busi- 
ness was but 56 per cent of that transacted 
in 1892. 

A year ago this month we published the re- 
sults of our industrial census. This showed 
that there had been a decrease in business 
within twelve months of 47.2 per cent, a de- 
crease in wages earned of 69 per cent and a 
decrease in the number of persons employed 
in factories of about 60. per cent.

. and his finished product, cloth, is raw 
material to the clothing maker. There is 
as much reason for protecting one 
article as the other—so far as they would come in 
competition with that of countries where labor is 
secu at so much cheaper rates. Now it does 
not follow that tariffs shouid be made so high as 
to admit of unfairly large profits being obtained 
by producers here before they shal: have ad- 
vanced prices to the point that will permit for- 
eign products to come in compote with theirs. 
And, on the other hand, it does not fol ow the 
consumer must necessarily pay the tariff rate on 
top of what the price of the goods would other- 
wise be, for we have seen many enter the field 
and induce competition, which results bring- 
ing prices down to a reasonable and in some 
cases an exceedingly low basis, so much so that 
the producers have resorted to combinations— 
‘trusts —in order to sscure fair prices (some- 
times unfair prices) for their goods. 

But there ia way to deal with the trust evil. 
We cannot have everything just right and fair in 
this world. It is doing a great deal if we can ap- 
—— it. It can be pretty nearly ascertained 

y persistent, careful effort what is the cost of 
producing a given commodity at fair wages—and 
adding to this a fair profit—tak.ng into consider- 
ation the amount of capital required, risks. eto. 
we have an amount which should about equal 
the sum obtained by adding to the tariff on that 
article the cost of producing the articie in that 
foreign country which can prodnce it the cheap- 
est. An advance beyond figure would bring 


Professional Reorg:nizers of R :ilroada. 


The formation of Reorganization commit- 
tees by professional reorganizers of bankrupt 
roads is a new danger th:ieatening security- 
holders. As a rule the persons engaged in 
this business have little, if any, inte: est in the 
securities of the companies whose affairs they 
volunteer to administer for a consideration. 
The latest illustration of this sort of work is 
furnished in the case of the Toledo, Aan Ar- 
bor and Northern Michigan. The first com- 
mittee in the fleld comprised persons who had 
made advances on a junior security, and 
sought to bring about a reorganization which 
would save them from loss on 
their loans, This committee last 
spring invi the stockhoiders to 
trust them with the control of the 
Board of Direciors, and succeeded, after an 
exciting contest, in carrying the election, 
which was hardly accomplished when they 
notified stockho.ders that there were certain 
claims pressing against the company which 
they would have to take care ot, although it 
was piaialy the duty of the directors to look 
after a.l such matters and see that the claims 
were finul.y paid through any plan adorted 
for reorganizing the property. The next 
committee in the feid was made up in the 
interest of two of the Uivisionai seconds and 
had been instrumental in securing the proxies 
of stockhuiders which elected the present 
directors. When a majority of these division- 
al bonds had been secured this committee 
also ignored the stockhoiders’ rights setting 
up the plea that the stock had been originaliy 
a gilt to the Ashleys, and therefore those 
who had berome the iegitimate owners 
througb purchases in open market for 
value were entitled to no consideration. 
These two committees have now combo ned. 
and while ignoring the ciaim of the stockhoid- 
ers for proper recognition are said to have an 
agreement with the vid management which 
was responsibie for floating tne stock. It is 
said further that this agreement not only

New Lonx, Oct. 14.—[Special.|—A move- 
ment which has been on foot for some time to 
take steps toward putting steeplechasing on a 
more satisfactory basis than it has reached 
under the care of the Steep'echase, Hunt, and 
Pony Association ison. The pith of the mat- 
ter is contained in a letter which was sent out 
to men who are known to be interested in the 
sport or have made it known that if things 
can be placed on a firm foundation they will 
give it their support. Of the seven 
who appended their signatures six 
are members of the Jockey club, 
while the remaining one, H. De Courcey 
Forbes, is President of the New York Jockey 
club. The letter calla for a méeting Thurs- 
day, Oct. 18, to consider the formation of 
such an association. Itis signed by August 
Belmont, J. G. K. Lawrence, H. De C. 
Forbes, George Peabody Wetmore, F. Gray 
Griswold, F. Gebhard, and S. S. Howland. 

Mr. Howland, who was a prime mover in 
the matter, said: “The new organization is 
designed to fill the place in the field of 
steeplechasing that the Jockey club occupies 
in flat racing. It will . give no race 
meetings itself, but will exercise jurie- 
diction over the sport throughout the 
country. If the matter is carried through, 
and it seems a certainty that it will be, we 
hu ve already secured important allies in the 
West.
